Happy Easter 
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Vision, Imagination, Prophecy? 


Some psychics have said “A 
creative imagination is more 
important than a good 
education.” Spiritualists rely on 
spirit messengers and guides to 
ferret out information. 
Occasionally, the signals received 
are almost identical. Connections 
must exist, then! Right? Well, 
let's examine an example which 
is fairly well known to most 
Spiritualists. 

The story of the Titanic and 
the part played by the famous 
journalist W. T. Stead and his 
short story in 1892, represents 
one in which most of us can 
readily follow and easily accept. 
The basic story as retold, is very 
familiar. The whole story has 
seldom been told, though, for it 
began before 1892 and extended 

— into the year 1935.

William Thomas Stead was 
the first and most important 
member of this play. A well 
known Spiritualist, his fame was 
Well established before he began 
to edit Borderland, a 
Spiritualistic periodical in 1893. 
Sir Oliver Lodge said of him, 
"resolutely credulous." The 
“author also had taken the stand 
— for a strong Navy eight years 
Earlier, so he had some 
knowledge of ships and vessels of 
the sea. 
| The short story published in 
1892 was among many others 
and was offered for sale. It like 
the others was intended to

foretell the disaster of the 

Titanic April 14, 1912? Or was it 
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creative imagination borne from 
an appreciation of the sea? If 
what we have been told is right, 
then, the raw information he had 
stored in his memory banks was 
vital to the short story being 
written. But it is important to 
recall that his real fame as a 
Spiritualist began after the story 
was published. So, it seems 
probable that he regarded it 
simply as material to whet the 
public's interest in other 
writings. 


Although Stead’s detail of 
the accident at sea was 
remarkable, it remained for our 
second player to become 
involved. A year before his book, 
Futility, was published in 1898, 
he received an inspiration, an 
idea for a novel. Morgan 
Robertson put the Titan to sea in 
1898, six years after Stead had 
received the same inspired 
thought? 

Several questions now arise. 
Had the pending event grown 
more solid in the passage of six 
years. Enough to allow 
Robertson to write an entire 
novel about the largest and 
grandest liner ever to sail the 
seas. Destination was the United 
States. Most of the passengers 
were rich. Enroute the 
unsinkable Titan struck a giant 
iceberg and sank with heavy loss 
of life. More details were now 
offered. High loss of life 
occurred because there were not 
enough lifeboats. The statistics 
were very close. The Titan and 
the RMS Titanic were nearly of 
the same size and capacity. They 
both sailed at about the same 
speed. Both were said to be 
"unsinkable'' and the final 
factor: both ships reached their 


ultimate destination at almost 
the same spot in the Atlantic. 

The sea was calm when the 
Titanic hit the iceberg April 14, 
1912. And William Thomas 
Stead perished along with the 
other 1,513 people who went 
down with the ship because not 
enough lifeboats were available 
on this, the "unsinkable" vessel 
of the future. 

Perhaps Stead realized too 
late the prophecy of his short 
story. Those last hours the aft 
deck remained above water. A 
little after 1:00 a.m. it started its 
final slide into the deep, dark 
Atlantic. 


In 1935, a tramp steamer was 
bound for Canada out of 
England. The month was also 
April. A time the navies of all 
concerned countries had learned 
to watch for icebergs. 

A young man by the name of 
William Reeves was at the watch. 
It was night. About the same 
time the Titanic had struck its 
iceberg. The sea was also calm. 
Thoughts flooded his mind. For 
some unexplained reason, 23 
years later, fear of the Titanic 
disaster was vivid in his mind. He 
recalled later how it continued to 
haunt him. The ship was the 
Titanian. Fortunately, this time 
caution alerted the man at watch 
in time and the ship was thrown 
into "full astern” in time to stop 
within feet of another giant 
iceberg, which had also been 
undetected in the calm night air 
and in a calm sea. 

Was it a lingering vision? An 
overworked imagination? Or a 
spirit guide using both to emply 
the attention necessary to strike 
fear in the conscious thoughts of 
his charge?

Before there was the 
neighborhood pharmacy Indians 
"turned to the great outdoors and 
looked to the architect of the 
universe for their needs. 
Abundant are the necessities to 
L sustain life. Researchers today 
give credit to our forefathers and 
the others whose daring provided 
the roots of modern medicine 
and make it possible for us to 
enjoy early herbal cures in safe, 
convenient forms. One of the 
most popular plants with a 
heritage still grows wild and is 
free for the taking. The Angelica 
plant. 


Well known for its many uses 
over 100 years ago, it quickly 
earned the title, Miracle plant. 
Others took its remarkable gifts 
more seriously and called it the 
Archangel plant. As the legend 
grew so did its identity with the 
blessings from above. In time it 
became linked with the Elder 
Brother, Christ. Modern man is 
not so easily convinced despite 
the references in the journals 
Speaking of its tea made from 
boiling the seed and given for 
heartburn or stomach ache. A 
»Sluggish liver or spleen was sure 
to be corrected after a dose of 
Ais. And hot oil poured into a 
Pad ear would supposedly cure 
deafness and quiet the hurt of an 
 Sàrache, Rubbed on a baby's 
E it relieved teething pains. 
Ze after pains of birth seemed 
K for the mothers who drank 
me tea made from dried leaves. 
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The medicinal parts of the 
plant are the seed, roots and 
rootstock, though some records 
suggest that the leaves can also 
be used to brew beneficial 
solutions. 


Under no circumstances 
should you hunt for this plant 
without knowing the distinct 
differences between it and the 
angelica sylvestris and European 
water hemlock. All three look 
very much alike. A field and 
stream manual is not adequate. 
Know before you pick! 


The white to greenish white 
flowers grow in umbels, 
compound groups of three. 
These appear in the summer, 
usually between May and August 
and set atop a height of three to 
seven feet. The flowers are tiny, 
and give off a pleasant odor 
similar to honey when fresh. 

The rootstock is purple in 
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color. It gives off an agreeable 
odor also consistent with the 
first taste - this first bite changes 
though to a sharp and bitter 
flavor once well inside the 
mouth. 

The long, hollow stem grows 
from the rootstock and is 
adorned with leaves emerging 
from dilated sheaths. The fruit is 
held in two pods and very tight, 
elliptic and oblong in shape. 

This is an annual plant, 
found growing tall like dill and is 
often used as a back drop in herb 
gardens. 


Although it is widely 
cultivated, in the wild look for it 
in wet fields and around streams 
and damp regions. From Canada 
through the central states it can 
usually be found, provided the 
season has provided ample water. 
When grown, the need for extra 
moisture must be taken into 
consideration. The plant also 
favors shade. 

Angelica is also found as 
trees in some areas of the world. 
They grow spindly and tall, 
reaching approximately 30 feet. 
The leaf pattern differs from the 
plant. Regardless of where it is 
found, they are large and tropical 
in shape. 

In summer clusters of tiny 
white blooms burst forth on 
these leaves. After the flowers 
disappear, tiny black berries 
appear with spiney stems. 

Portions of the tree are also 
used as the plant. Both are said 
to be of the following: tonic, 
stimulant, and carminative.

most high. The Koran directs 
that prayer must be given. five 
times a day and the body must 
assume a fully bent and bowed 
form, with the head pointing 
toward Mecca. The Bible makes 
occasional mention of bare feet 
and humbled bodies kneeling on 
unsoiled earth. Our petitions rise 
to the most high in the air 
conditioned and heated 
buildings, half in the form of 
challenges. The thanks for that 
which has been given becomes 
rarer with each passing day. And 
yet we expect far more help than 
our forefathers would dare have 
asked of God. We ask not for 
little favors only but also for the 
movement of mountains, for 
wealth, for health. 

During the day our actions 
do not bespeak of our love or 
devotion to the most high. 
Usually, we set aside just one day 
a week for attention to the God 
who grants us life and provides 
the final Summerland, in which 
we may choose many pursuits or 
none at all. 

In our oblique, often cursory 
examination of the text of the 
Bible, the real fruits are lost to 
the chaff of the time. We seem 
confused as to the importance 
and attempt to classify 
everything into values which 
apply upon another time, 
another period and place. 
However, the words are there, 
said many hundreds of years ago. 
And although these verses taken 


For Everything A Time 


from Ecclesiastes underscore the 
materialist point of view, it is 
also clear that the considerations 
of man during these trying years 
were often the very same we 
today face and belabor. 
Technology has moved mankind 
down the road at a rapid pace, 
but it has not eliminated the 
yearnings and concerns which, 
through time, have driven man 
and sustained the physical life. 

The science of chronobiology 
has, through careful review of 
accumulated data begun to 
unravel the distant meanings 
such as these verses found in 
chapter 3 of Ecclesiastes. The 
number of 4 a.m. births far 
outnumber any other time of 
day. More people pass from this 
life around 6 a.m. Until recently, 
we have considered some of 
these statements nothing more 
than old tales making a last, 
desperate attempt to gain 
recognition. Surprisingly enough, 
many are turning out to be true. 
High fevers often break early in 
the morning. In times when 
wonder medications were not on 
hand the failure of a fever to 
break meant death, often early in 
the morning. 

The seasons still prevail. The 
magnetic. axis has changed. The 
earth has warmed up, the sun 
lost a little of its great 
store-house of energy. But, the 
truths that were, are the truths 
that remain today, just as those 
found in the Bible. 

For every season there is a time 
and for everything comes a proper 
place, even the final rites of human life 
on this plane of existence.

Later he 
said, it was taking all his nerve 
and strength to withstand the 
pressure of opposition to the 
Proclamation. 

Upon parting Mr. Lincoln 
addressed Nettie. “My child you 
possess a very singular gift, but 
that it is of God, | have no 
doubt. | thank you for coming 
here tonight. It .is more 
important than perhaps anyone 
present can understand.” 

On another occasion Mrs. 
Lincoln arranged for a seance at 
a friend's house, expressing the 
wish that Nettie be present. 
When Nettie was so informed her 
Indian Guide said to her, 'the 
long brave will be there too." 
That was her way of describing 
Lincoln. 

As Mrs. Lincoln and friends 
were entering a carriage at the 
White House, the President who 
had on impulse just deserted a 
cabinet meeting enquired as to 
where they were going. Mrs. 
Lincoln said, “to Georgetown for 
a circle." Mr. Lincoln replied, 
"Hold on, I'll go with you.” On 
this occasion the daughter of the 
host demonstrated a most 
unusual degree of mediumship. 
As she played the Grand piano it 
levitated enough to tip in time 
with the music. After the music, 
levitation of the heavy 
instrument was done by finger 
tip control. The President said, 
"| think we can hold down that 
instrument," and climbed upon 
it with legs dangling over the side 
as did three other men including 
a major of the army. They had 
no affect upon it in spite of the 
enormous weight. 

When the entities spoke 
through the medium Nettie on 
this occasion, they described the 
dangerous degree of 
demoralization of the Union 
Army. Suffering great losses 
while stalled in the dismal 


swamp, they were refusing to 
obey orders and threatening to 
retreat to Washington where they 
thought everyone was living a 
plush existence while they 
suffered. Only Lincoln and his 
cabinet had been informed of the 
desperate situation at the front.

First spread the word that 
you are coming. ''This will divert 
their minds and they will wait to 
see what your coming portends.”’ 
Lincoln said, ''it shall be done.”’ 

When the President could not 
be dissuaded from going to the 
front, the politicians wanted to 
get on the band wagon but were 
not allowed to accompany him. 
His genuine approach caused the 
troops to rally around his 
standard and serious national 
consequences were averted. 

Mrs. Nettie Colburn Maynard 
was invited to many social affairs 
when members of both houses of 
congress were present and others 
of prominence. Inevitably she 
was prevailed upon to give a 
trance reading to the assembled 
group. She was aware that several 
other well known mediums, 
among whom were Charles 
Colchester and Charles Foster, 
regularly met with President 
Abraham Lincoln at the White

This "awaiting time" has a 
history all its own. In recounting 
some of the tales behind the 
story it becomes clear how the

confronted the grim reaper in 
centuries before. 


Preserve the Whole Body 


It is often said that only the 
author of the script knows the 
real-meaning behind.a statement. 
Perhaps this is also true of the 
Scriptures, for religious societies 
are still a bit confused about 
what survives death and is 
resurrected. 

Although it seems to stretch 
the imagination when | read or 
hear someone state that the body 
is resurrected, | respect the rights 
of others and their belief. But 
still, the thought of a body 
which suffered unto death being 
the castle in which the rest of 
eternity will be spent does take 
some hard conjuring. If it wore 
out once, what's to stop it from 
repeating the process and giving 
poor service again? Oh well! Ideas 
come and go and with them the 
false understanding that the 
body had to be preserved. The 
Egyptians did it with style and 
became the leaders in sealing the 
body for eternity. The Christians 
concurred and for hundreds of 
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years outlawed cremation. 
Without a body there obviously 
could be no resurrection into 
heaven. 

The Hindus, from which 
some Spiritualists borrow 
heavily, demanded a heavy price 
of their household at death. The 
custom of suttee called for the 
wives of the deceased to fling 
themselves upon the burial fires. 
Suttee is occasionally undertaken 
still. The arrival of TV and 
trading stamps hasn't completely 
altered this terrible attitude. Of 
course, every country has its 
view of what is demanded at 
death, according to the custom 
which prevails throughout its 
history. 

The Greeks felt every traveler 
must have the price of passage to 
the gates of Hades and so for 
many hundreds of years a coin 
was buried in the grave. 

Since we have always heard 
that the next life is somewhat 
similar to this one it is very 
natural to understand why the 
Vikings of old asked for the 
weapons and tools of war be cast 
into. the flames of their burial 
fire. 

For quite a time it was even 
the custom to place those 
departed upright, so that they 
might find the journey to heaven 
easier than being forced to turn 
around in a tightly fitted space. 

The corner the dead occupy 
in an English graveyard also 
speaks of the departed. The best 
place is in the east and here the 
most saintly were given rest. The 
worst ended up in the northern 
end, a place usually reserved for 
criminals. 

Tombstones also had a 


particular importance in the role 
of keeping the departed quiet: 
and at home and yet Christians: 
address an after life in the same 
breath. Confusion knows no end 
to the problem death has 
brought the living. 

The Spiritualist is very 
fortunate not to have to contend 
with the difficulties assigned to 
some other faiths. Since the view 
held by all Spiritualists concerns 
the resurrection of the spirit 
within the castle, death come 
considerable pain, but at leas 
it must come, the eventual 
blessing outweighs the agony of 
the process. Lacking a body to 
keep in check all those years and 
instead finding an automatic 
instant opening to the door of 
heaven certainly makes the 
prospect of dying more pleasant; 

The rewards of this life don't 
demand that all the accumu 
wealth of a life time must b 
into the burial fires or that wives 
must show their love and faith 
by hurling themselves into it, no! 
that residents of the North ane 
South American continents 
would be tempted. 

The ritual of the Tibetans 
were equally profound. It seems 
that good old fashi 
Spiritualism is sane, reasonab 
and highly practical ii 
comparison. Let us hope tha 
idea of borrowing too mug 
from the past - the ancient pa 
or the far east will not swin 
basic concepts of a S 
philosophy, bathed in faith 
nurtured in the knowledge € 
science.

Amazing Galley 


Some psychic investigators 
believe so. In fact, there is one 
man who has passed several tests 
of proof to which he has been 
subjected. 

Ted Serios makes believers 
out of skeptics who say it is 
impossible to implant a mental 
thought on film. He uses fast, 
self-developing film and a 
Polaroid Land camera as his basic 
tools. The feat is often 
performed in the light. 

A Chicagoan, Serios takes his 
rosary in hand, steadies the 
camera on his knee and holds a 
short cardboard cylinder on its 
lens. Moments after the lens is 
tripped images of the scene or 
structure Serios was asked to 
visualize appears. Of course, the 
result is never exactly perfect. 
Usually several images appear in 
the course of the sitting which 
could easily be examples of 
anything. But always it appears, 
a few will duplicate in detail 
different views, of the image

requested. The visual imprint is 
somehow transferred to the film 
of the camera by Serios or the 
force about him. 

At no time does Serios touch 
the ‘film, either before it was 
loaded or during the 
development process. When 
questioned about the possibility 
of the film being altered, 
Stanford Calderwood, a vice 
president of Polaroid 
Corporation, is said to have 
stated that the process would be 
long and complicated. The film 
would have to be changed in 
advance of the loading or an 
image placed in front of the lens 
and thusly recorded. |n the 
testing process with Ted Serios 
neither of these factors have 
been allowed.

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Let This Be A Sign Unto You

Once long ago spirit 
messengers said to a group of 
people, "Let this be a sign unto 


you," they proceeded to give a 
message about the birth of a 
child in Bethlehem. . .where 
they would find the 
child . ..who its parents 
were ...and a prophecy as to the 


future of the child. 

That child grew to be the 
greatest medium, healer and 
teacher of natural law the world 
has ever known. He taught 
principles of right living and 
demonstrated the action of 
natural law as it is taught today 
by teachers of Modern 
Spiritualism from both sides of 
life. He was, and is, considered 
the highest manifestation of God 
in man who ever lived. He 
became the embodiment of the 
Christ Consciousness, filled with 
the power of the Divine Spirit. 

As Spiritualists we believe in 
his divinity and say that he is a 
"wayshower"', our elder brother. 
He is the example that our 
teachers, healers, and mediums 
should try to emulate. In fact, all 
who strive for spiritual 
progression should follow his 
teachings and example; He 
demonstrated a new way of life 
saying, ‘‘this is the way, the truth 
and the life.” 

Why do we shy away from 
the Cross as a spiritual symbol? 
We are missing a very potent and 
religious ‘sign’ that is truly 
spiritualistic in its meaning. Not 
the sign of the crucifix which has 
become the symbol of vicarious 
atonement, Jesus was not the 
saviour of the world in that 
sense. His teachings, and 
demonstrations of natural law 
pointed to the truth that man is 
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his own saviour and can never be 
'lost'. That we, in truth, save 
ourselves through right thinking 
and action, in harmony with 
Divine Principles and the laws of 
God. 


A plain cross, once 
understood as to its mystical 
symbology, should be accepted 
by Spiritualists as-a-"'siga unto 
us" of love, faith, courage and 
victory. It should be our sign 
unto the world that we accept 
Jesus as a great medium, healer 
and teacher and the forerunner 
of Modern Spiritualism. He was a 
Spiritualist in the fullest and 
finest sense of the word. 

Teachers, and loved ones, in 
the spirit world speak of him 
with words of reverence, respect, 
and love. They direct our 
thoughts and attention to his 
words and deeds as examples to 
follow, even to bearing our 
crosses of public crucifixion 
simply because we are 
Spiritualists, and because people 
do not understand us anymore 
than they understood him nearly 
two-thousand years ago. 

Today they accept, honor 
and revere him even though they 
do not understand his message to 
the world, his ministry, or his life 


anymore than they did then. 
He represented the concepts 
of a new religious truth, even as 
we do today. A philosophy, n 
firmly based on natural law. He 
demonstrated divine healing 
clairvoyance, clairsentienc e, 
prophecy, the law of 
materieltzatrom and 
de-materialization, and 
communicating with spirit " 
who talked to him about his 
death on a cross and when i 
would occur. All of his teachings 
and psychic demonstrations are 
embodied in what we call the 
Trinity of Modern Spiritualism, 
and are practiced or should be by 
Spiritualists everywhere. S 
Today, we can honor this 
great spiritual leader, 
philosopher, prophet, healer P 
medium by proudly using th 
cross as a '"'sign"" of the triumph 
of faith over fear, love over 
hatred, and life over death. 
his death on the cross he tur 
a symbol of disgrace, shame 
hatred, fear and death, whic 1 i 
was, into a symbol of spiritual 
triumph which it is.

Declaration of Principles 


National Spiritualist Association of Churches 


1. We believe in Infinite Intelligence.

5. We affirm that communication with the so- 
called dead is a fact, scientifically proven by the 
phenomena of Spiritualism. 

6. We believe that the highest morality is 
contained in the Golden Rule: "Whatsoever ye 
would that others should do unto you do ye also 
unto them." 

7. We affirm the moral responsibility of the 
individual, and that he makes his own happiness 
or unhappiness as he obeys or disobeys Nature's 
physical and spiritual laws. 

8. We affirm that the doorway to reformation 
is never closed against any human soul here or 
hereafter. 

9. We affirm that the precept of Prophecy 
contained in the Bible is a Divine attribute proven 
through Mediumship.
